ters other difficulties which impede its 
growth, But the writer in the Satur.

our import trade has not kept pace with 
the expectations of merchants in the firet 
half of this year because the country 
has not yet recovered from the effects 
of the dispute with France. Our im- 
port trade has not inoressed this year 
in comparison with 1885, because after 
the termiuation of the dispute with 
France, the inland markets, which we
